Heber  J.  Grant  Speaks  On 
^Spiritual  Foundation^ 
Founder's  Theme  Monday 

President  Heber  J.  Grant  of  the  L.  D.  S.  Church  will  de- 
liver the  principal  address  at  the  65th  Founders’  Day  ex- 
ercises to  be  held  Monday,  October  16,  according  to  an- 
nouncement made  by  Dean  Gerrit  de  Jong,  Jr.,  chairman  of 
the  Founders’  Day  committee. 

The  subject  of  President 

Grant’s  address  will  be  ‘‘The 
Spiritual  Foundations  of  Brigham 
Young  university,”  which  also  is 
to  be  the  theme  of  the  day’s  ex- 
ercises, Dr.  de  Jong  stated. 

Choice  of  the  theme  was  made 
in  tribute  to  the  spiritual  nature 
of  the  institution  during  64 
years  of  existence  since  it  was 
founded  by  Brigham  Young  in 
1875.  "Brigham  Young  told  the 
first  president,  Dr.  Karl  G. 

Maescr,  that  ‘not  even  the  mul- 
tiplication tables  should  be  taught 
without  the  spirit  of  God’,”  Dr. 
de  Jong  said. 

Monday  morning  the  8:30  and 
9:30  classes  will  meet  as  usual. 

•\t  10:30  a general  assembly  will 
be  held  in  College  hall  which  will 
be  the  opening  eyent  of  the  pro- 
gram activities.  A.t  the  begin- 
ning of  the  program  the  congre- 
gation will  sing  "True  to  the 
Faith,”  which  will  be  followed 
by  President  Grant’s  address,  af- 
ter which  a soprano  solo  will  be 
sung  by  Emma  Lucy  Gates  Bow- 
en. The  B.Y.U.  chorus  will  then 
sing  "Go  Ye  Forth” — written  by 
Mrs.  Florence  Jepperson  Mad- 
sen of  the  B.Y.U.  faculty.  As  a 
closing  number  the  congregation 
will  sing  the  "College  Song.”

Bricks  Come 
For  New  Chapel 

With  160,000  bricks  on  the  jom 
and  more  pouring  in  at  the  rate 
of  12,000  per  day,  work  on  the 
new  chapel  is  well  under  way 
according  to  Mr.  Bert  Russell, 
construction  foreman. 

Having  enlisted  the  aid  of  a 
bulldozer  they  have  completed 
•the  footings  and- they  expect  to 
start  pouring  concrete  today.  The 
work  is  being  carried  on  under 
the  Church  Welfare  plan. 

The  building  is  to  be  completed 
by  the  first  of  next  October  and 
Mr.  Russell  expects  to  have  it 
finished  by  that  time.  When  com- 
pleted it  will  be  one  hundred  and 
eight  feet  long,  eighty  feet  wide 
and  two  stories  high. 


An  official  flag  of  B.Y.U.  will 
be  among  the  banners  carried  next 
month  on  the  Antarctic  Expedi- 
tion of  Admiral  Richard  E.  Byrd 
it  was  learned  Wednesday  by  Dr. 
George  H.  Hansen,  head  of  the 
Public  Relations  Committee. 

In  a communication  received 
by  Dr.  Hansen,  the  university 
colors  were  requested  by  Dr. 
Russel  G.  Frazier,  noted  explor- 
er of  Utah  rivers,  who  will  ac- 
company the  Byrd  expedition  as 
attending  physician.  Dr.  Fra- 
zier, who  has  previously  been  on 
geological  survey  trips  with  Dr. 
Hansen  and  several  geology  stu- 
dents of  B.Y.U.,  said:  "I  will  con- 
sider it  a great  honor  to  be  per- 
mitted to  carry  a flag  from  B.Y. 
V.  and  on  my  return  present  it 
back  to  the  school,  I bold  in  high 
regard  the  work  which  you  are 
doing. 

Along  with  the  blue  and  white 
of  B.Y.U.,  student  body  officers 
of  the  university  will  send  to  Dr. 
Frazier  a copy  of  the  “Y”  News, 
student  newspaper  and  of  the 
“Banyaiv”,  student  year  book. 
These  will  be  forwarded  to  him 
immediately,  Dr.  Hansen  stated. 

The  Byrd  Expedition  will  sail 
from  the  Boston  Navy  Yards  on 
November  1,  Dr.  Hansen  was  in- 
formed. The  explorers  expect  to 
reach  their  base  in  Antarctica 
about  January  1.

Y Campus  Rules  Liberal, 
U S College  Survey  Shows

Young  university’s  new  rules 
governing  student  conduct  appear 
to  be  liberal  when  compared  with 
rules  at  other  universities  and 
colleges  m America,  a survey 
made  this  week  revealed. 

Whereas  students  here  are  re- 
quired to  occupy  only  those  liv- 
ing quarters  approved  by  the 
Housing  committee,  at  Oregon 
State  college  students  are  oblig- 
ed live  either  at  dormitories  or 
fraternity  or  sorority  houses,  and 
girl  students  are  not, allowed  to 
go  away  week-ends  without  a 
letter  from  their  parents  to  the 
college. 

Comparable  to  the  new  rule 
stating  that  permission  must  be 
secured  from  the  Housing  com- 
mittee and  the  Attendance  aiid 
Scholarship  committee  to  change 
residence  during  the  year  is  a 
regulation  at  the  University  of 
Oregon  whereby  permission  is 
given  only  after  a thorough  in- 
vestigation by  the  dean  of  wo- 
men. 

B.Y.U.  girls  are  -not  permitted 


to  enter  the  living  quarters  of 
men  except  when  properly  chap- 
eroned and  are  not  to  live  in  the 
.same  rooming  house  as  men  stu- 
dents, but  students  at  Wheaton 
college,  Illinois,  are  not  permit- 
ted to  go  on  dates  m cars  unless 
accompanied  by  a faculty  member 
or  other  appointed  chaperone 

While  ‘‘home  on  school  nights 
by  11  o’clock”  is  a new  rule  here, 
for  years  girls  at  the  University 
of  Louisiana  have  been  in  their 
rooms  at  8:30  with  all  lights  out 
at  10:30. 

At  the  University  of  Chicago 
there  are  no  student  body  dances 
and  T*o  social  affiliations  for. 
girls.  Students  at  Wheaton  col- 
lege are  not  permitted  to  attend 
dances  or  movies,  and  girls  are 
restricted  on  the  amount  of 
make-up  they  wear.  According  to 
a rule  passed  by  the  Oregon  State 
board  of  higher  education,  no 
Oregon  State  college  students 
may  drive  a car  without  a special 
permit  from  the  board. 


First  East  (in  front  of  the  thea- 
tre) will  be  roped  off,  decorated 
and  the  dance  will  be  Matinee 
style  with  admission  set  at  ten 
cents  per  person.  Police  Chief 
Henry  East  and  his  patrolmen 
will  be  in  charge  of  traffic  and 
control,  while  Chief  Thompson 
of  the  Provo  Fire  Department  is 
in  charge  of  roping  the  area  off. 

Slated  to  ,'oegin  at  7:30,  the 
broadcast  from  College  hall  will 
start  off  the  evening’s  events  ,to 
be  followed  closely  by  the  torch- 
light parade  and  the  dance.  Ac- 
cording to  the  rally  committee 
two  dance  orchestras  have  been 
engaged  and  will  be  placed  on 
raised  platforms,  one  at  each  end 
of  the  street  to  alternate  in  pro- 
viding music  for  dancing.  Inter- 
spersing dancing  will  be  organ- 
ized cheering  led  by  Ray  Hanks 
and  his  assistants  and  under  the 
suuervision  of  Hanks,  stunts  will 
enliven  the  "Scalp  Utah”  theme.

SO  THEY  ORGANIZED 
the  social  unit  rush  rules,  and 
came  to  the  inevitable  conclusion 
that  (a)  social  units  must  have 
rush  parties  (b)  they  rnust  black- 
ball (c)  the  system  is  so  in- 
grained in  the  student  psycholo- 
gy that  we  cannot  greatly  alter 
it  by  legal  fiat.  Nevertheless, 
that  we  recognize  certain  weak- 
nesses in  the  system,  and  are 
attempting  to  strengthen  it  is 
progressive  and  we  will  encour- 
age those  who  bear  the  brunt  of 
administering  it. 

SINCE  THE  NEW 

rush  rules  will  be  presented 
shortly,  we  will  forego  any  spe- 
cific comments  now,  but  we  will 
state  that  in  effect,  the  new  rules 
provide  for  a lengthening  of  the 
rush  period  to  two  weeks  instead 
of  one,  and  that  the  units  mpst 
rush  the  rushees  instead  of  vice 
versa,  as  was  heretofore  true. 

That  the  social  unit  system  is 
more  democratic  than  frater- 
nity systems  on  other  campuses 
is  admitted.  The  low  dues  allow 
for  a greater  participation  and. 
to  weed  out  undesireable  students 
who  are  possessed  of  worldly 
wealth,  and  no  more.  The  spec- 
tacle of  wealth  students  arriving 
here  to  take  the  place  apart,  and 
then  to  find  that  one  must  have 
certain  aspects  of  charm  and  so- 
ciability, not  to  mention  brawn, 
brains,  is  a case  in  point.  So 
wealth,  it  seems,  is  not  the  sole 
requisite  for  affiliation. 

BUT  THE  UNIT 
members  set  themselves  up  as 
arbitrary  judges  of  other  people. 
This  is  contrary  to  what  we  re- 
gard as  proper.  The  personnel  of 
most  units  is  found  to  consist  of 
already  over-socialized  students 
who  might  do  just  as  well  if  un- 
affiliated. Their  criteria  for  se- 
lecting members  are  found  in  the 
normal  students.  The  members 
rely  upon  the  institution  of  hero 
worship,  illusion  and  such  to  keep 
the  unit  “on  top”.  Rarely,  if  ever 
does  a-unit  adopt  some  maladjust- 
ed student  with  an  eye  to  aiding 
him.  Such  a mov'e  would  weaken 
the  unit,  they  contend. 

The  real  cause  of  pressure 
again.st  the  system  comes  from 
the  homes  of  students  who  have 
insisted  upon  becoming  affiliated, 
and  have  been  rushed,  and  later 
blackballed. 

WE  ADMIT 

the  injustice  of  a system  tolerat- 
ing this  practice,  and  are  a bit 
awkward  in  .suggesting  a reme- 
dy— other  than  this  Students 
should  appraise  the  place  of  a so- 
cial unit  system  in  their  college 
careers.  Membership  is  no  guar- 
antee of  success  in  later  life.  To 
be  ignored  by  one  of  these  units 
is  not  a black  mark  against  the 
family  escutcheon.  Membership 
in  a unit  may  provide  you  with 
additional  friendly  contacts;  but 
will  not  make  a Dale  Carnege  out 
of  you,  unless  you’re  one  already. 
And  in  no  case  does  blackballing 
of  a student  justify  his  leaving 
school. 

RUMOR  HAS  IT 

that  a certain  girl’s  social  unit 
voted  upon  prospective  members 
two  at  a time  . . .

Our  book  suggestion  this  week 
comes  from  Prof.  Karl  E.  Young. 
This  book  is  by  the  pen  of  Mary 
Ellen  Chase,  who  appears  on  the 
B,  Y.  Lyceum  program  this  year. 

Mary  Ellen  Chase,  DAWN  IN 
LYONESSE,  MacmiJlon  Com- 
pany, $2,00. 

“Dawn  in  Lyonesse”  is  a story 
of  the  betrayal  of  one  peasant 
girl  by  another,  her  dearest 
friend.  In  the  last  year  of  a pro- 
tracted courtship  which  has  nev- 
er been  much  more  than  an  in- 
terested cogeniality,  Ellen  Pas- 
coe  loses  her  fisherman  lover, 
Derek,  Susan  Pengilly,  who  has 
been  the  cause  of  Derek’s  death, 
tries  to  make  some  amends  to 
Ellen  by  confessing  everything. 
-\nd  Ellen  has  sufficient  great- 
ness of  soul  to  forgive  her. 

The  story  is  as  simple  as  that, 
it  deals  with  bleak  people  in  a 
bleak  land.  But  the  bleakness  of 
the  people  is  transformed  by  the 
spiritual  awakening  that  comes 
to  them,  and  the  bleakness  of  the 
land  is  compensated  for  by  the 
warmth  of  a great  traditional 
love  story  which  adheres  to  the 
ruined  castles  and  wind  swept 
seacoast  of  Lyonesse,  and  which 
serves  as  a backdrop  for  the  pres- 
entation of  the  modern  love  story. 

The  great  traditional  love  story 
is  that  of  Tristram  and  Iseult. 
Ellen  learns  about  it  through 
reading  ‘an  old  red  book’  in  the 
hotel  at  Lyonesse  where  she 
works.  A guest  at  the  hotel  helps 
to-  interpret  it  and  to  discover 
the  living  romance  in  the  cliffs 
and  waters  of  Lyonesse.  Gradual- 
ly the  book  molds  her  into  a per- 
son who  lives  with  a sense  of 
values  instead  of  with  a sense  of 
time.  And  thus  when  she  hears  of 
Derek’s  death  she  grieves,  not 
for  herself  that  she  has  lost  him, 
but  for  him  that  he  has  not  been 
able  to  have  his  eyes  opened  to 
significances  in  life  as  hers  have 
been.  It  is  a beauty  of  the  storj^ 
that  the  dawn  which  Ellen  so 
much  desired  far  Derek  did  come 
to  the  darkness  of  his  life  through 
the  stolen  love  with  Susan.  And 
it  is  a greater  beauty  that  the 
reading  of  the  old  red  book  made 
it  possible  for  Ellen  to  under- 
stand and  to  forgive. 

This  is  a book  which  people 
will  want  to  own  in  order  to 
read  and  re-read  as  Ellen-  did  the 
pages  of  the  ‘old  red  book’.

Redskins  Heavy  Favorites 

Odds  will  be  heavily  in  favor  of  the  invading  Utes  who 
are  picked  as  the  outstanding  team  in  the  Rig  Seven  confer- 
ence, while  R.  Y.  U.  is  given  little  chance  to  finish  in  the 
upper  division  of  the  final  standings.  Roth  are  tied  for  the 
league  leadership  at  the  present  time  with  a victory  apiece. 

in  two  games  the  1939  Utah  machine  has  stamped  it- 
self as  one  of  the  finest  elevens  to  represent  the  Salt  Lake 
school  in  many  years.  The  Redskins  held  the  nationally- 
touted  vSanta  Clara  team  to  a 7-7  tie  in  a preseason  encounter, 
and  last  Satur<lay  they  scalped  the  Wyoming  Cowboys  60-0. 

Ex])erts  re])ort  that  Ike  Armstrong,  Utah  coach,  has  de- 
velojjed  a powerful  defensive  l)all  clul)  as  well  as  a versatile, 
ground-gaining  offense.  Although  the  Ute  attack  is  based 
largely  on  open  football  with  passes  featured.  Coach  Arm- 
strong’s outfit  also  boasts  a hard-driving  offense  based  on 
straight  football  that  is  used  when  the  razzle-dazzle  fails. 

Armstrong  has  also  ado])ted  the  unit  system  of  sub- 
stitution with  a whole  ieam  substituted  at  a time  instead  of 
one  man.

Last  year  one  of  the  greatest  Cougar  teams  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  school  invaded  the  Ute  bowl  and  held  their  tra- 
ditional rivals  to  a 7-7  tie,  the  second  one  in  the  large  list  of 
Utah  - R.  Y.  U.  tilts,  but  nine  regulars  and  20  lettermen  have 
graduated  from  that  Young  U eleven  leaving  a squad  com- 
posed largely  of  inexperienced  juniors  and  sophomores.. 

Hut  already  that  inexperienced  squad  has  shown  that 
they  have  a good  team  and  what  is  more  important  — a 
fighting  team..

Johanson  Writes 
Research  Paper 

A scientific  dissertation  on 
“Sulfanilamide  Derivatives,’’  co- 
authored by  Alva  J.  Johanson, 
assistant  professor  of  chemistry 
at  Brigham  Young  university,  ap- 
pears in  the  current  number  of 
Journal  of  Aanerican  Chemical 
society. 

The  article  represents  scientific 
research  done  by  Dr.  Johanson  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  in  par- 
tial fulfillment  of  requirements 
for  a doctor’s  degree  which  was 
awarded  to  him  last  year.  Collab- 
orators in  the  article  are  Roger 
Adams,  chemist  at  the  Noyes 
Chemical  Laboratory  at  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois,  Urbana,  and  P. 
H.  Long,  laboratory  specialist  at 
Johns  Hopkins  university,  Balti- 
more, Md. 

Dir.  Johanson  this  year  was 
named  a member  of  the  execut- 
ive committee  for  the  Northwest 
Utah  section  of  the  American 
Chemical  society.  This  society, 
publishers  of  the  monthly  journ- 
al, is  noted  as  the  largest  or- 
ganization of  chemists  in  the 
world,  officers  of  the  Utah  sec- 
tion affirm.
